The trial of former County Treasur- 
er Xi6wi8 C. Price opened on Tuesday. 
At twelve o.clock ttie jury had been 
selected and the opening: arguments 
started as soon as court convened after 
dinner. The following twelve men com- 
prise tjie jury: C. J. Pettis, Oris Swen- 
son, Otto Jahrend, J. T. McHugh, 
Albert Larson, David Erwin, Samuel 
Rochenbach, Wilson King, George G^r- 
rej;, Henry Eggers, Herman Ensign, 
and J, Chamberlain.' 

It is generally thought that the trial 
will last for several days, and two of 
the most important witnesses slated to 
appear are E. B. Williams and W. S. 
Westlake. The defense will probably 
rely strongly upon the report of ~ the 
auditors, which, it Is claimed, laid no 
blame on Price. 

Mrs. Fred Ames has been subpoenaed 
to act as witness against her husband's 
first assistant, and Miss Tad Santmeyer 
Mr. Ames' sisterinlaw has also been 
subpoenaed to take the witness stand. 
James Marsailcs and Charles Armes ex- 
deputies to the county treasurer, Carl 
P, Westerfield, present treasurer, Mr. 
Smiley, accountant for Young &Co., 
and Lew Hendee, county clork.^are the 
only witnesses who have taken the 
stand thus far. 

By evidence introduced it has been 
shown that Lewis C. Price had active 
charge of drawing up the cash drawer 
register every evening, entries were, 
made in accordance with dictations 
made by several attaches of the oflicci 
It was further shown that there were 
seven clerks employed in the county 
treasurers office who were empowered 
by Mr. Ames' alleged instructions to 
make payments from the cash drawer. 

States Attorney Joslin of McHenry 
has taken active charge of the prose- 
cution. It is anticipated that States 
Attorney Dady will deliver the argu- 
ments to the jury at the close of the 
case. 

Already sixty exhibits have been in- 
troduced by the state. These exhibits 
include state warrants, record books 
and vouchers of various nature. 

If, as has been asserted, several peo- 
ple had access to the till book and en- 
tries were made in several di^erent 
handwritings, a number of prominent 
attornpys are of the opinion that it will 
be rather difllcult to attach ahy blame 
onto Price. 

It was expected all along that when 
the case finally came to trial that con- 
siderable interest would be shown and 
that the' court room would be crowded 
at all times. This however Is not the 
case, only a small number aside from 
those vitally interested in the matter 
seeming to pay any ; attention to it

PIONEER RESIDENT DEAD 



Christopher Webb of jHickory Passes Away 
at Ripe Old Age 

Friday morning, of last week, at 7;30 
o'clock, Mr, Christopher Webb passed 
away at his home at Hickory. . Brighta 
disease coupled with the infirmities of 
age being the cause'bf his death. • 
- Christopher H. Webb was bom in 
Herkimer county, New York, in the 
year 1820, Septembers. Ad a boy he 
received 'aV'c^ili'inbn-^sishOor education 
while working on his father's farm. 

When 25 years of age he sought and 
won his life's companion who preceded 
him to ;tha't realm from whence no 
wanderer ev^r returns, Sept, 10, 1909, 
"^It was in the spring of the same year, 
1845, that he- heard and heeded the 
"Callof the West" and came directly 
to Lake county, III., where two broth- 
ers, Thomas and Charles, had pre- 
ceded him. From his brother he bought 
;the place which he called Jiome ever 
after. At one time Antioch Roadt was 
known as Webb St, two miles of It hav- 
ing belonged to the Webb brothers. 

During his early days in Lake county 
he again listened to the "Call of the 
West" and in company, with two 
friends started out with an ox team to 
California where he remained for three 
years working In the mines. 

Though reticent in his later life, he 
was yet willing to tell of his long march 
across the prairfe and desert, of his 
meetings with the Indians and his fight 
with wind and weather. . A longing for 
home and wife brought him back to 
Lake county, by way of the Pacific 
ocean and the Panama canair - 

But for three years spent in Califor- 
nia he has .been a farmer all his life. 
Those who knew him will always re- 
member his sturdy frame, his congenial 
disposition, his decisive speech and his 
rich bass voice. ' 

As a farmer he was known far and 
wide -for his ability in swinging the 
cradle. Few in his day could cradle 
wheat as he. Although never a mem- 
ber of a chui;ch he. did a father's part 
in advising and encouraging his child- 
ren to attend. 

He leaves to mourn him one son, D. 
B. Webt), one daughter, Eva Webb, 
one granddaughter, Mrs. Mattie Ed- 
wards of Chicago, and two great grand^ 
children. . 

His death was not a sudden one os 
for the past two years he had been de- 
clining rapidly and the beginning of the 
end came about five weeks ago. For 
36 hours before Death's Angel came he 
was without pain and without knowl^- 
edge of 'things of this earth. The end 
came peacefully at the age of 90 years, 
8 months and 7 days. Those who knew 
him best called him "Kitt" and to them 
"Kitt" will ever be his name. 

The funeral services were held at the 
Hickory church at 2 o'clock Sunday, 
Rev. 0. Z. Winker, assisted by Rev. A. 
0. Stixrud, having charge. The re- 
mains were laid at rest in the Hickory 
cemetery.

It is a people's road and it 
can be built just a fast as the people 
pay in that money. Every bill has been 
paid, there is no indebtedness and the 
bank balance is in the neighborhood of 
$10,000. There still remains $78,000 to 
be paid in by the subscribers to stock 
which is ample to complete the line. 
$50,000 will pay for rails, ties and laying 
the same. The big steel companies 
sell steel rails for cosh only and the 
money to meet bills of lading 
must be in the banks before goods are 
shipped^ The mwe anxious the people 
are to have the road completed that 
more quicker will they pay up their 
stick which means operation in a short 
time. 

, The officers of the road believe in 
taking tne stockholders into their con- 
fidence and the promptness with which 
they open their books for inspection 
shows that they are desirous of public- 
ity and when they sent out notices this 
week asking for prompt payment of 
subscriptions they came out frankly and 
stated why It is very desirous that as 
many as possible pay their subscriptions 
in full. No man can expect to build a 
railroad on wind. It takes money and 
the sooner the money Is paid in, that 
much sooner will the conductor cry out 
*'AIl-aboard."

Cyrus McCormick, the rich Lake 
Forest man and one of the heads of the 
great McCormick Harvester company, 
has become Interested in the Lake 
County Tuberculosis Institutue at. Wau- 
kegan. 

It developes that, on Tuesday, Dr. 
Waterson, head of the tent colony and 
Dr. Bouton, had a conference with Mr. 
McCormick in Chicago In relative to the 
needs of the Lake county institution. 

But the interesting and promising 
paptof the conference was that Mr. 
McCormich himself asked Dr. Watter- 
son for the conference, requesting him 
to meet him in Chicago to talk over the 
matter. Accordingly Dr. Watterson, 
accompanied by Dr. Bouton, kept the 
apjpointment Tuesday morning. 

The two Waukegan doctors were en- 
route to the state medical convention at 
Aurora hence the outcome of their con- 
ference with the rich philanthropist Is 
as yet unknown and officials of the 
colony and their friends will anxiously 
await word as to what Mr. McCormick 
said and expects to do. 

The fact that Mr. McCormick him- 
-self asked-.for ..the conference show^ 
that he Is interested in the Lake county 
institution and that he evidently desires 
to become one of the 'supporters of it 
Possibly he plans erecting a new build- 
ing at the tent colony or may endow It 
The latter concession is what the Insti- 
tute needs and, once that a wealthy 
man like Mr. McCormick does make an 
endowment It means that the benev- 
olent organization will be firmly estab- 
lished for all times to come, and its good 
will at once become wider In scope. 



CONDUCTOR HAS POWER 

To Make Aarrests and May be fined for 
Not Making Them 

, One of the bills to which the legisla- 
tor from this district will "point with 
pride" during the next campaign and 
one which will well deserve the atten- 
tion of the people of this district Is that 
which was introduced through the 
efforts of the vjrious travelings sales 
men's associations in the interests of 
the traveling public. 

' This bill, which will upon July 1 be- 
come a state law, provides for the 
equipping of every conductor of inter- 
urban or railroad trains with the same 
powers held by a sheriff. The new law 
provides for the arrest and punishment 
of any person using intoxicating liquor 
on board a car or in or around a sta- 
tion. 

The first section of the law reads: 
"Any person who shall drink any in- 
toxicating liquor, or who shall be in* 
toxicated, in or upon any railroad smok- 
ing car, parlor coach, day coach, inter- 
urban coach, or caboose car in use for 
the transportation of passengers or in 
or about any railroad station or plat- 
form, upon convictions thereon, shall 
be fined not less than $25 nor more than 
$100, or imprisoned .in the county jail 
for not less fhan 30 days, nor more than 
100 days, or both such fine and im- 
prisonment." 

The second section says, in part: 
"Every railroad or interurban conduc- 
tor, while on duty, is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to exercise m any 
county of this state for the purpose of 
enforcing the provisions of this act, all 
the common laws and statutory powers 
conferred upon sheriffs and it is hereby 
made the duty of all such conductors to 
enforce all sections of this act and to 
arrest without process or warrant any 
person who violates any provision there- 
of, and so doing, they shall be held to 
be acting for the state and not as an 
employe of the railroad company. Any 
such conductor who shall refuse or fall 
to comply with the requirements of this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
deamor, and upon conviction shall be 
fined not less than $10 nor more than $25.

No Grave of Any Enlisted Man Need 

Remain tJnmarked With Head Stones 
\ as Unde Sam Has Enough for All

The United States government has 
provided 600,000 markers for the graves 
of soldiers. From two marble quarries, 
one at Lee, Mass., and one at Ruth- 
land, Vt, all these tombstones have 
been taken, Lee has furnished 300,000 
markers in the last thirty-five years 
and is turning out gravestones at the 
rate of 20,000 a year. 

Each marker is 3 feet long, 1 foot 
wide and 4 inches thick, and weighs 
200 (pounds. Just under the rounded 
top is outlined an Inlaid shield and 
within this is cut the name, age, com- 
pany, rank and regiment of the soldier, 
sailor or marine whose grave it is to 
mark. ' 

From two quarrie pits at Lee these 
stones are taken. On the grounds at 
the quarry they are cut polished, 
marked and crated for shipment to a 
central distributing point A force of 
twenty men is constantly employed by 
a contractor, who obtains his contract 
in competilion semi-annually from the 
government. 

A block of marble 3x3 feet is the 
average size used for headstones. It 
is run intt^the mill on a short truck and 
fastened under' a 'gang of saws which 
slowly descends wi.th a swinging motion

Thousand* 
have been set up in Arlington and other 
government cemeteries; how many no 
one seems to know. 

Not only does the government furnish 
the tombstones free, but it pays the 
freight to its destination. All that has 
to be done when the stone has been de- 
livered is to have it carried to the grave 
from the freight office and set up. 
Many grand army posts look after this. 

Hundreds of stones have been sup- 
plied to mark the graves of women 
nurses who served in the civil war. 
Nearly all the applications come in th» 
names of privates or sailors. Occasion- 
ally there is found the name of a line 
officer and there have been occasions 
when the grave of a staff officer haa 
been marked. Two generals and per- 
haps a dozen colonels are buried in the 
cetneteriea of the Uunited States gov* 
emment and have over their gravaa the 
small white stones provided by the gov-

Democratic Member of Taft's Cabinet 
Retires to Devote His Attehtlon to 
Poreohal Business So Soon as His 
SuccesBor Qualifies. 



Washington.— The prcsfdent an- 
nounced the resignation from the 
cabinet of. Jacob M, Dickinson as sec- 
retary of war and tlie appointment of 
Henry L, Stlmson of New York aa his 
successor. Mr. Dickinson was the 
Democratic member of tho cabinet 
and Mr. Stlmson was the candidate of 
theHopubllcans of Now York for gov- 
ernor at the last election. 

In tho letters exchanged . between 
the president and Mr. Dickinson no 
reason, other than that of pressing 
private affairs, is given for the secre- 
tary's retirement. 

Mr. Dickinson .will go to his Tennes- 
see home Immediately upon the quali- 
fication of his successor. Ho expects 
to devote his attention to businoBs and 
will not return to the practice of law, 
In which he was engaged whpn Presi- 
dent Taft appointed him In March, 
1909. Ho Is the second member of 
Mr. Tnffs cabinet to retire to private 
life. Secretary of the Interior Ballln- 
ger having severed his connection 
with tho president's oOlcial family only 
a few months ago. 

Coincident with the announcement 
of Mr. Dickinson's retirement camo 
that of tho appointment of C, S. Mll- 
llnglon of Herkimer, N. Y,. to. bo as- 
sistant treasurer of the United States 
In New York. Wr. Stlmson was the 
Roosevelt candidate for governor, 
while Mr. Mllllngton was a former 
member of tho house for the Twenty- 
seventh New York district, and Is a 
close friend of Vice-President Sher- 
man and other leaders of tho old 
guard In the state, having succeeded 
Mr. Sherman in the house when the 
latter became vice-president 



325 LIVES' ARE IMPERILED 



Fruit Steamer Rams and Sinks Liner 

Merlda, But All on Board 

Are Saved. 

Norfolk, Va. — Tho passengers and 
crew of the New York and Cuban 
Mall. Steamship company's liner Merl- 
da, sunk after a collision with the Uni- 
ted Fruit company's steamship Ad- 
miral Farragut off Cape Honry. ar- 
rived hero safe, after being twice 
transshipped. 

Not a soul was lost and only one 
person, a woman passenger, was 
slightly Injured. 

Both vessels wore stoaming at full 
speed in opposite directions through 
a fog bank about flfty-Qvo miles east 
of tho Virginia Capes when tho Ad- 
miral Farragut rammed tho Mcrlda. 

A great hole was torn In tho side of 
the Merlda, which carried 197 passen- 
gers and a crow of 128, and It was In- 
stantly realized- by tho oftlcers when 
the sea began to pour Into tho vessel's 
hold that she could not live. 

In five hours the Mcrlda was at the 
bottom of tho ocean, but her passen- 
gers and crew were safely aboard the 
Admiral Farragut. 

By wireless telegraph the Old Do- 
minion' Steamship company's steam- 
ship Hamilton, bound from New York 
to Norfolk, was summoned by the Ad- 
miral Farragut, took aboard tho res- 
cued passengers and crew of the Mcr- 
lda mid landed them In Norfolk.

QALLINGER FAILS OF ELECTION 
AS PRESIDENT PRO TEMPORE, 



Bacon Gets Democrat Vote— Sltua- 
. uatlon Results From the Oppo- 
sition of.lnaurflont Repub- 
(Ic'ana-^Three' Paired. * 



Washington.- Tho Incapacity of tho 
Hepubllcau party In the senate to con- 
trol a caucus edict without the aid of 
tho Insurgents was demonstrated la 
the senate when, after more than two. 
hours of effort, and ns a '■ result of 
seven ballots that bddy failed* to eloct 
Senator Galllnger of Now Hampshire 
as president pro tempore to succeed 
Sehatbr Frye ot Maine. . ,. , ■ 

'Mr, .Frye's. recent resignation was 
based on poor health. The deadlock 
was due to tho opposition of the Insur- 
gent Itepublican senators, flvo - of 
whom voted against and three ot 
whom were paired against Mr. Gal- 
llnger. 

Soon after the senate convened 
Vice-President Sherman a|»Bcntcd him- 
self from' tho senate and' Senator 
Lodge assumed the chair. Xmmcdlato- 
ly Senator Cullom, as tho chairman of 
tlie Republican caucus, moved that 
the senato proceed to tho election of 
a president pro tempore, placing Mr. 
Galllnger In nomination. Tho nomi- 
nation of Senator Bacon of Georgia by 
Senator Martin, chairman of tho 
Democratic caucus, followed. Sena- 
tor^ La Folletto performed tho same 
service for Senator Clapp. 

Upon tho first ballot It was apparent 
that when tho Insurgents did, not cast 
their votes against. Mr. Galllnger they 
wore BO paired as to render effocUvo 
the votes of absentees. 

Senator Borah announced his desire 
to vote for Galllnger, but stated that 
owing lo a pair with Senator Works, 
who -waa unfriendly to Senator Gal- 
llnger, ho could not do so. Later bo 
stated that this pair had not been ar- 
ranged to injure tho Now Hampshire 
senator, Mr. DUon.was paired with 
Mr. Cummins and Mr. Kenyon with 
Mr. Bourne. 

The first ballot totaled 73 votes, of 
which Mr. Bacon, tho Democratic can- 
didate, received 35; Mr, Galllnger, tho 
Ilfepubllcan candidate, 32, and Mr. 
Clnpp, 4, while Mr. Bacon voted for 
Mr. Tillman and Mr. Clapp for Mr. 
Brlstow. 

Messrs. Brlstow, La Pollette, Gron- 
na and PolndeSter voted for Clapp. 
Messrs. Cummins, Bourne, Works and 
Crawford, Insurgents, were all absent, 
but paired for Senator Clapp, except 
Mr. Crawford, who was IH. All tho 
Democratic votes woro cast for Mr. 
Bacon. Necessary to a choice, 37. 
The only change In tho second ballot 
was that Senator Galllnger, wh6,,hnd 
refrained from voting on tho previoaa 
roll call, voted for Mr. Lodge, In- 
creasing tho total vote to 74, and ma- 
king 38 necessary to elect

Cambridge. Mass. — Col. Thoraaa 
Wentworth HIgglnson, historian and 
author, minister and soldier, ono of 
tho last of tho group of famous schol- 
ars and abolitionists of half a cen- 
tury ago, died at his homo hero last 
night, aged eighty-seven years. 

Colonel HIgglnson had been ill 
about ten days. A general breakdown 
duo to old ago was the cause of death. 
He is survived by a widow and one 
daughter, Mrs. J. D. Barney of Boa- 
ton. 

Colonel HIgglnson was almost the 
last of that Now England coterie, 
which included Longfellow, Whlttlor, 
Holmes, Emerson and Lowell. Ho 
was also one of thoantl-slavery agi- 
tators or abolitionists with Garrison, 
Wendell Phillips, Edward Everett 
Hale and Mrs. Julia Ward Howe. . 

He was born in Cambridge in 1823, 
■After graduating from Harvard, in 
1841, he studied In the divinity school, 
and took charge ot , a Unitarian 
church at Newburyport, Mass. In 
IcBs than ten years, however, ho left 
the ministry in order to give himself 
up more entirely to literary pursuits. 

At about that tlmo tho anti-slavery 
agitation was raging and young HIg- 
glnson, always ready to defend tho 
oppressed, plunged Into- the fight, 
and with all the ardor of youth took 
upon himself tho championship of the 
rights of the negro, eveh aiding to 
the best of his power In the rescue of 
fugitive slaves. When .tho Civil war 
broke out ho enlistod 'as, captain In 
the Plfty-flrat Massachusetts, and aft- 
erward became colonel of tJie First 
South Carolina volunteers, which waa 
tho first corps of freed slaves mus- 
tered Into government sorvlce. 

Colonel HIgglnson for many ,yeara 
had been an almost constant contrib- 
utor to periodicals.

. No other kinds of work on the farm 
pays so well for the effort expended as 
vigilant, painstaking care of all 
classes of young animals? Mistakes 
made in handling new-bom foals often 
apiount to more than tho owner's or 
help's time la worth for several 
months. On most farms the percent- 
age of loss Is much loVor In\tho case 
of marca.foaling after grass nas come 
than previous to that. -There are sev- 
eral reasons for this— the maj-cs them- 
selves ttro In -better shape physically, 
and exercise and sunshine go a long 
way toward keeping tho young foals 
right. In the case, however, of foals 
intended for the show ring or race 
track It la somewhat different; extra 
good care makes up' for the season's 
Inclemency and the added age thus 
obtained gives - them a considerable 
lead over their later born rivals. 

The much asked question as to the 
best place for foaling has no one an- 
swer applying to all existing condi- 
tions. The early foal must come in 
a roomy box stall, made as clean and 
sweet as. proper material and labor 
will moke It. This cleaning should 
precede the -birth of the foal several 
days. If tbo floors are of dirt remove 
the surface for a couple of inches, then 
apply whitewash liberally (the addition 
of crude carbolic acid makes It more 
effective), to, walls, colling and floor. 
The chlpf advantage in using white- 
wash^ as a disinfectant lies In tho fact 
that one can see Just how thorough 
his Job has been In reaching tho cor- 
ners and cracks. After this part of 
tho cleansing Is completed.. let. tho sun 
and air havo_a chance for several days. 
Bed stalls ^vTth plenty of clean straw; 
after tho font Is born replace every 
.article of soiled bedding with fresh 
straw. 

Outdoor foaling has Us advocates, 
and generally they backup their state- 
ments with. evidence of tho right sort 
—a goodly number of rugged foals. 
Small paddocks, foul with piles of 
droppings, are no better places for a 
mare to foal In than fllthy loose 
boxes. A field that Is well drained 
and free from ditches la not excelled 
aa . a place for most mares to foal. 
Mares that produce weak foals, as 
Bome of our draft mdrcs do, should be 
where a Closer watch may be had over 
them. One of tho best- managed 
horse farms In the writer's acquaint- 
ance, foaUngrthlrty to forty mares a 
season, has practiced outdoor foaling 
for twenty-five years without a single 
loss from "joint III." 

"Joint 111" causes greater loss among 
young foals than any other disease. 
Happily this disease may he ^pre- 
vented with proper precaution within 
the reach of any horse breeder. This 
disease is duo to Infection of the sya- 
tem by filth germa entering through 
the' navel. This Infection is success- 
fully "combatted by having the mare 
foal In a clean place and by disinfect- 
ing tho stump of the navel twice a day 
till absolutely all rawness has disap- 
peared, and It Is thoroughly healed.-

Some foals do recover from 'Joint dis- 
ease, hut they are so rare and general- 
ly so worthless as not to pay for the 
bother connected with a foal after In- 
fection. Prevention la easier and far 
better. One of the surest methods for 
disinfecting Is to thoroughly wet tho 
navel stump with a 1-500 solution of 
corrosive sublimate. One can buy the 
tablets and mako his own solution by 
following directions' on the bottle. The 
liquid may be applied by fllllng a wide- 
necked bottle, aa a vaaellne bottle, 
and pressing it up against the belly 
over the navel stump. As an extra 
precaution tho wet navel stump may; 
bo dusted over with any good dlsln- 
'fectlng powder. Powdered boracic 
add crystals are useful for. this pur- 
pose. These powders help to dry up 
tho wound. Qenerally the, navel cord 
breaks off close to the body. In case 
It does not, sever. It with a clean In- 
strument five or six Inches from the 
belly. It is not necessary to llgato 
unless there Is considerable bleeding. 
The best thing for the Inside of tho 
new-born foal Is a; draft of his 
dam's milk, and the sooner ho ia on 
his feet hunting for a meal tho bright 
er his chances are. Do not try at this 
time to roughly force the Uttlo chap; 
give him a Uttlo gentle assistance if 
he needs It. Generally the new milk 
starts tho foal's bowels, but In case 
they have not moved freely by the 
time he Is half a day old, Inject a 
small quantity of warm soapsuds and 
glycerin Into tho rectum. This gener- 
ally proves effective and should al- 
ways bo tried before dosing with cas- 
tor oil. Tho mare's feed before and 
after foaling should be light and of a 
slightly laxltlvo nature. This oxplnlna 
why mares on good grass generally do 
so well. ,. 

: As soon as the little fellow com- 
mences to take an. Interest in his 

'mother's feed box, give him nn oppor- 
tunity to nibble at a fe\y handfuls of 
crushed oats, to which you may later 
add a Uttlo bran. Do not expect him 
to clean up all^hla feed, but clean out 
hia box regularly to keep It sweet 
and clean. If tho raarea are running 
on pasture, build a creep at a con- 
venient place, and In It place feed for 
tho, foals, ,When tho mares work, 
keep - the youngsters— they like com- 
pany — In a big loose box with choice 
hay and grain before them all the 
time to nibble at as their fancy 
strikes them. Most of tho digestive 
troubles In tho foals of mares that 
work are duo to allowing the hungry 
foalto gorge his small stomach with 

'milk from a hot dam. Always let 
her stand until cooled out thoroughly. 
Even then It may bo boat to milk out 
the udder partially. The foals of 
hard-worked dams after getting nicely 
started will bo helped by feeding a 
couple of quarts of sklmmllk per day, 
to which has been added a couple of 
tablcspoonfuls oC lime water. Lack 
of feeding ' tho first year does not 
make gbod| horses of any klnil. Pot- 
bellied foals that weigh no more at a 
year of ago than at weaning tlmo are 
unprofitable.

TUBERCULOSIS OF FARiW ANJIVIAtS 



By CHA8. F. BRISCOE and W.J. Mac-

In the early stages of the disease 
'there, are ho outward manifestations; 
no"*fever, nor signs of pain; the ani- 
mal may be fat and sleek, eat heartily, 
give plenty of milk and apparently 
breed as well as an animal free from 
tuberculosis. If the udder or neck 
glands are affected, tho change In 
these may bo detected earlier, but not 
often even then until the disease Is 
well advanced. In these cases knots 
can bo felt In tho enlarged glands 
which are hard and painless. It Is 
*mo of the characteristics of tubercu- 
losis that squeozlrig upon the tubercu- 
lous nodule gives no pain, or much 
loss pain. than Is usual for such knots 
found In other diseases. If the larynx, 
bronchi or lungs are affected a cough 
is * generally noticeable, especially 
Bfter exercise such as running around 
the lot for a short time. /By placing 
(lie, ear over the lungs an unusual 
sound may sometimes bo heard — a 
crackling, bubbling or rasping sound.. 
The breathing Is more irreE:ular. Tu- 
berculosis of tho uterus or ovaries 
may cause abortion or sterility, -while 
an involvement of the alimentary tract 
often causes diarrhea. As the disease 
advances, even thougH she may con- 
tinue to eat a. normal" amotint, tho 
cow joses flesh. The hair becomes 
rough nnd loses its lusten ; The bones 
bdcorao .more prominent, tho eyes 
sunken, tho ears droop, tho head and' 
neck are carried lower, there Is a do- 



crease In milk) and the milk becomes 
blue and thin. In the last stage the 
animal becomes stiff; In many cases 
she cannot Up down because of 
the difficulty In breathing. At 'Mils 
stage a high temperature Is often pres- 
ent; progressive emaciation and loss 
of strength continue until death en- 
sues.' Sometimes tho. disease In. the' 
earlier stages may bo arrested, the' 
tubercle encapsulated apd tho cow may 
live for some time, but complete re- 
covery Is probably rare If It really 
does ever occur in the bovine species. 

Summarized statement: • 
, 1. The most characteristic 'thing 
about tuberculosis Is the formation of 
tubercles as a reaction on the part of 
tho animal tissues. 

2. Tho tubercle bacilli may enter 
tho body through breathing, may bo 
taken In with food and absorbed, and 
through wounds In the skim 

3. Tuberculosis Is called open when 
tho lesions are discharging, tubercle 
bacilli, and closed . when a confining 
membrane retains the organisms in 
the tubercle, ■ 

4. The tubercle bacilli leave tho 
body through tho mouth or nose, or In 
tho milk, feces, urine, or genital dis- 
charges. . 

G. Tuberculous anImaU !n the early 
and moderately. advancecV stages np* 
pear well and active and' become joma- 
elated only in tho final stages of tho 
disease.

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Justices Hand Down a Drastic 
Decision Disposing of Five- 
Year Fight to Outlaw the 
Rockefeller Corporation. 



Washington. — The Standard Oil 
trust must lio dlsaolvcil. This is the 
decision of the Snpremc court of the 
United States handed down May 15. 

Ttio decision gives victory to the 
government in its flve-yoar struggle to 
hrcalc up the Roclvofellcr combine. 

The finding of the lower court, that 
Standard Oil used Illegal methods In 
crushing out competition, Is afllrmod 
with only slight modiflcntlons. The 
principal change Is the allowance of 
six months' time for the company to 
wind up Its affnlrs. 

The Supreme court declares that the 
corporation violated the first oud sec- 
ond sections of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. These relate respectively 
to restraint of trade and monopolizing 
and constitute the main basis of Ihc 
government's case. 
' The decision was read by Chief Jus- 



te restrain trade. He said only the 
question of remedy remained for con- 
sideration. 

Protection for the Public; 

The decree of the lower court was 
modified so that there need not bo "an 
absolute cessation of ^Interstate com- 
merce In petroleum mid. Its products 
by suchvast agencies as are embraced 
in the combination, a result ■which 
might arise 'from that portion of tho 
decree wliich enjoined carrjing on of 
interstate commerce not only by tho 
New Jersey corporation but by all of 
the subsidiary companies until the dls- 
solutipn of the combination by tho 
transfer of the stocks in. accordnnco 
with the decree." - ,- 

Probably the most Important propo- 
sition of law laid down In the opinion 
was that the words In the statute 
"every restraint of trade" are not to

tice White. Justice Harlan announced 
a dissenting opinion. 

"Our conclnslon Ii5," said the chief 
justice, "that the decree below was 
right, and should be aflirnied except 
as to the minor matters concerning 
which wo have indicated the decree 
should bo modilled. Our order will 
therefore he one of afllrnumce, with 
directions, however, to modify the de- 
cree In accordance with this opinion, 
the court below to retain Jurlsilicllon 
to tho c-xtent necessary to compel 
compliance In every respect with Us 
decree, and so It Is ordered. 

Given Six Months to Wind Up, 

The court hf^fi that tho thirty days 
given by the lower court as the time 
within which the Standard Oil com- 
pany was forced to comply with the 
law wn.s iuadoquate, and announced 
that It T^-onld grant six months within 
which the Standard Oil company must 
be dissolved. 

By the reorganization of tho Stan- 
dard 01! company of New Jersey, the 
chief justice said, there was itrlma 
tacio evidence that there was an en- 
deavor to control and monopoll/.e; 
that further investigation made this 
conclusive presumption of an Intent 

Substitute for Col<e Oven. 
An Important demonstration of the 
value of high-preauro gas as a substi- 
tute for tho coke oven was given at 
tho Dirmlngham AUiralnum , Castln.^ 
company's worlca, the lord mayor, Sir 
Hollowoll Rogers, and other members 
of the gas committee being present.

On this point the court held that 
the position of the government that 
the Supreme court had decided that 
any nimlificalion of this phrase was 
precluded by previous doclalona of the 
Supreme court was orroneouB. 
Oil Suit In Courts Since 1906. 

The suit which called forth tho oil 
decision was instituted In 190G In tho 
United States circuit court for the 
eastern district of MIsRourl. It waa 
brought In the name of the United 
States. The Immediate object was to 
dissolve the Standard Oil company of 
Now Jersey. 

From the very beginning the bqal- 
noss and tho legal worlds recognized 
that tho suit put the Sherman anti- 
trust law to the most severe test to 
which it had been subjected. The law 
Iiad heen on the statute book since 
1890, and had heen the basis of aomo 
eighteen suits finally i)asBed on by the 
Supreme court of tho United States. 

That the law was conBtltutional waa 
accepted- as settled by these decisions, 
but simple as the worda of the statute 
seemed, there was mi .absence of unan- 
imity in regard to Its Interpretation. 

Electric Safety Boiler Cleaner. 
A demonstration of tho electric 
safety boiler cleaner was given In 
l>ondon the other day. The Idea- Is 
the Invention of A. Schror, a German 
engineer, and consists In the applica- 
tion to the interior of a. sealed holler 
of a roller studded with chisel polnU, 
-worked by an electric motor capable 
of revolving at a speed of aa many 
revolutions as ronulrod, which, with- 
out any labor on the part of tho work- 
man, thoroughly acalea the deposit 
with a minimum of pressure

Provisional President, Ordered Under 
Arrest by Ororco, Declarea Uprising 
Incited by Persons Desirous of 
Bringing About Disunion. 



Juarez, Mexico.— Francisco I. 'Ma- 
deto, Jr., Is complete master of the 
situation here after the provisional 
government which he has established 
bad been put to a severe test occa- 
Bioned by a clash between the mili- 
tary and political authorities. 

After n day of thrilling Incidents, 
during which tho lives of Madcrp and 
his chiefs were In danger, and Gen- 
eral Orozco in a moment of passion 
ordered tho arrest of tho little rebel 
leader nnd demanded the resignation 
of the provisional cabinet, the capital 
of the provisional government is quiet 

General Navarro, the defeated fed- 
eral commander, whoso life was 
threatened by angry mobs of Insur- 
rectos, was spirited away' by Francis- 
co I. Madero himself to the American 
side of tho Rio Grande and Is safely 
ensconscd in the homo of friends In 
El Paso. 

Provisional President Madero in a 
statement charged that General Oroz- 
co*B actions wore Incited "by persons 
Interested In bringing about disunion 
among us." 

General Orozco, called on Madero 
and the two men talked alone for 
some time. Suddenly their voices 
wore raised and the other rebel po- 
litical chiefs rushed Into the room 
only to find themselves hold back ,by 
some of Orozco's men. A throng of 
Boidlerfi had gathered outside tho 
building and Madero determined to 
appeal to them. Six-shooters had 
been drawn nnd rlfleg leveled, but 
Madero stood bravely before the 
crowd nnd, slapping his breast, shout- 
ed, "Shoot me, shoot me. If you 
dare." 

General Orozco was at his side. Hla 
men had been summoned to take part 
In tho coup d'etat, but as Madero 
stepped forth among them and talked 
in his calm, reassuring way tho affec- 
tion which has been ripened among 
his men since the revolution began 
crystallized In a mighty shout, "Viva 
Madero!" 

It Is aparent that dissentlon among 
the military chiefs was the basic 
cause of the disturbance. Colonel 
Villa was said to have .Insisted on Gen- 
eral Navarro's life, while General Or- 
ozco also was said to have been dis- 
pleased- with the naming of a civilian 
as minister of war. 



PHOEBE COUZINS IN STRAITS 



Noted Anti-Suffrage Leader Stranded" 
at St. Louis Hotel— Was Former 
. United States Marshal, 

St. Louis.— Miss Phoebo W. Cou- 
zlns, In late years recognized 
throughout the "United States as the 
leader of her sex against' woman suf- 
frage. Is stranded at tho Terminal ho- 
tel, with scarcely enough money to 
buy her luncheons. For the last few 
days Hhe- has subsisted^ mostly "on 
bread and water. 

Miss Coiizlns has been at tho hotel 
for more than three weeks and was 
forced to appeal to friends, to lend her 
enough money to buy a ticket back to 
Washington: She Is more than CO 
years old nnd an invalid. She former- 
ly was United States marshal at St. 
Louis and has a degree of.bneholor of 
law from Washington university.

Hayward, Wis.- John Dielz, tho "out- 
law of Cameron dam," was found 
guilty of murder In the first degree 
by a Jury for tho killing of Deputy 
Sheriff Oscar Harp at the final battle 
at the DIctz homestead on October 8 
last. 

He was sentenced by Judge Held to 
lifo Imprisonment at hard labor In the 
penitentiary at Waupun. Dletz' wife 
and son Leslie, who were on trial 
with him, were acquitted. 

The "outlaw," following the an- 
nouncement of tho verdict, made a 
dramatic protest that bo was a vic- 
tim of the "lumber trust" and that the 
death of the deputy sheriff was but 
an Incident in tho "trust's" war upon 
him. 

There are other complaints pend- 
ing against the other members of tho 
Dletz family, but Is thought they 
will not bo prosecuted by the state.

Mrs. Taft Suffers From Nervous At- 
tack While Accompanying Hus- 
band on Speaking Tour. 



Now York. — Owing to tho Illness of 
Mrs. Taft the president was obliged 
to shorten his visit to tho convention 
of tho Brotherhood of Rnlhvay Train- 
men at Harrlsburg, Pa., and return to 
New York. 

Mrs. Taft is now at the home of Mr. 
Taft's brother, Henry W. Taft, where 
she Is suffering from a mild recur- 
rence of a nervous malady that ap- 
peared In a more serious form two 
years ago, 

Tt was tho Intention that Mrs. Taft 
should accompany the president to 
.Harrlsburg. When she was taken 111 
It was feared that he would be obliged 
to cancel the engagement, but later 
Mrs. Taft's condition was such that he 
was able to make the trip. . ' 

At Harrlsburg tho president spoke 
on the right of government employes 
to organize labor unions and to allll- 
lato with the American Faderatlon of 
Labor.

London, England.— Queen Mother 
Alexandra, who returned recently 
from a cruise In' , tho Mediter- 
ranean, has taken up a. residence at 
Sandrlngham palace, whore sho will 
remain until after tho coronation. 
During the cruise and sinco her re- 
turn the queen mother has enjoyed 
good health. Sho arrived here In time 
to bo present at the memorial service 
on tho . annlversaty of tho death of 
King Edward, and her dlstrcsa dur- 
ing tho service was marked.

■Washington. — The Supremo court of 
tho United States H^t.Dald'o the sen- 
tences of imprisonment against Pres- 
ident Samuel Qompers, Vice-President 
John Mitchell and Secretary Frank 
Morrison of the American FtTderatloh 
of Labor. The Bontences were 'im- 
posed by the district; Buprerae. court 
for contempt in the Bucks, boycott 
case. The court decidbd that the- fed- 
eration ofUcialaMiadboen erroneously 
sentenced to Jail on a charge of con- 
tempt of a local court. 

Tho justices unanimously held that 
fines were the only sentences -that 
could bo Imposed on the labor lead- 
ers. , ; , 

In 80 holding, the Supreme court 
of the United- States found that the 
court of appeals of the District of Co- 
lumbia and the supreme court of tho 
district erred In treating .the contempt 
proceedings^ as a criminal case and 
not a civil one. The effect of hold- 
ing the proceedings n civil ono was to 
make jail sentences impossible, 
nenco, tho jail sentences had to bo set 
aside. 

Ta correct the error the case was 
sent back to the local courts, with di- 
rection that It be dismissed. AV tho 
same time the court expressly made 
it possjblo for civil proceedings to be 
Instituted against tho labor men, 

Tho court was led to hold that tho 
contempt proceedings In this case 
must be civil In nature because crim- 
inal punlBhment Is exercised by courts 
to force persons to do acts command- 
ed. In the present case the court took 
the view that tho Jabor'men wore be- 
ing sent to jail not to make them do 
something tho qourt ordered but be- 
cause of "something they had done," 
Inasmuch as all the dirreronces be- 
tween the labor men and the com- 
plainant have been adjusted, including 
tho "boycott" case but of which tho 
•contempt proceedings arose, tho deci- 
sion Is probably the last heard of this 
famous action. 

The charges of contempt against 
Messrs. Gompers, Mitchell and Mor- 
rison arose' out of a bitter labor war 
between organized labor and the 
Bucks Stove & Range company of St, 
Louis. 

The concern had como Into the su- 
preme court of the District of Colum- 
bia to prevent, by Injunction, tho 
American Federation of Labor and Its 
officials from boycotting Us own prod- 
ucts or the buBlncsB of thoso who 
dealt with It. 

The company claimed that the fed- 
eration was trying to unionize tho 
company's shops, ^he labor leaders 
urged that the company was "unfair" 
to labor. Tho heod of the company 
was .1. W. Van Cleave, president of 
thte National Manufacturers' associa- 
tion, which had often come Into con- 
flict with the federation. He was 
charged with having been opposed to 
organized labor. 

Justice Gould of the district su- 
preme court issued tho Injunction 
prayed for by the company, and con- 
tinued publication of tho Bucks firm's 
Dame in the federation '*wo do not 
patronize" list led to the contempt 
charges. 

Justice Wright found the union ofll- 
cers guilty and sentenced President 
Gompers to one year In jail; Vice- 
President Mitchell to nine months, 
and Secretary Morrison to six months. 
It was further charged that In the 
succeeding number of the Federation- 
1st Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison 
joined In an appeal to organized labor 
for funds to carry the injunction case 
to the higher court.
